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PREFACE. 



Small as ia this little book, it contains nearly 
the whole of the devotional passages fonnd in 
the Old Testament. It has had its origin, firstly 
in the belief, that apart from the saored ofSbces 
and public services of the Churchy Scriptural 
Prayers, without modification or abridgement 
are replete with allusions and references in- 
terruptive of the unity and simplicity of modem 
devotional piety ; secondly in the hope that the 
brevity of these prayers, and the beauty which 
they derive from their divinely inspired authors, 
may commend them to the adoption of persons 
BO occupied with business as to have little time 
to set apart for the daily worship of Qod ; and 
thirdly in an ardent wish on the part of the 
Compiler, to contribute something, were it 
only a single brick, towards the re-building the 
Church of the living God in this realm of England. 

The version of the Holy Bible followed in this 
little book is the Douay Translation of the Latin 
Vulgate. This is very necessary to be remem- 
bered by those who may wish to test the fidelity 
with which the prayers breathe the spirit of their 
sacred originals. In the Church of England 
translation of the Bible, the 9th Psahn is divided 
into two ; and hence from the 9th to the 147th 
Psalm, each Psalm in the Protestant version is 
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numerically one in advance of the Douay version. 
Thus the Idth Psalm in the Douay Bible is the 
20th in the one appointed to be read by Eoyal 
authority. Hence a testing of the fidelity of the 
prayers in this little book by the order of the 
PsaJms in King James's Bible, would only be a 
waste of time, unless the relative numerical 
order of the Psalms were carefully observed. 

Pious persons wiU not fail to observe, that the 
arrangement of the prayers is exceedingly de- 
fective. But it was only when it came to the 
arrangement that the Compiler made the dis- 
covery that it is only given to those who have 
practically studied the science of the Saints to 
prescribe devotionally for the diseases, wounds, 
and sorrows of the soul. Should, however, the 
work be so fortunate as to reach a second edition, 
what is now defective in the arrangement will be 
corrected by one divinely competent for the task. 

This little book is published with the Appro- 
bation and Benediction of the Venerable and 
Apostolical Bishop in whose diocese it has been 
compiled. Should pecuniary profit result from 
the sale of it, a moiety thereof is already devoted 
towards a school for the education of poor 
Boman Catholic children in HuU. 

And now, in conclusion, the pious reader is 
earnestly entreated, as often as in prayer he 
makes use of this little book, not to close it 
without breathing one wish to God for the 
eternal salvation of its humble Compiler.
